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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments and the amendments to claims 1,10 and 16, including the recitation that the 
spring bias means is^connectedlo^he rotatable ring, overcomes the prior art of record. 
As previously discussed, Applicant's arguments were persuasive however, the claims 
previously did not recite the argued elements. In view of these amendments, the claims 
now define over the Lin reference which, it is agreed, does not provide a spring bias 
connected to the rotatable ring, but rather to the actuator element, as argued in 
Applicant's remarks on pages 6-7. It is noted that claim 25 also recites this element. 
Accordingly, claims 1-25 are allowable over the prior art of record.
